W ashington, December 6th.—The an­ 
nual report of the United States Treasurer 
for the fiscal year shows that ¡he revenue 
was $22:.1.6!K),706, or $2-1,8311,163 less than 
that of the preceding year, while the ex­ 
penditures were $26,226.635, or $16,100,690 
greater than that of the preceding year. 
I lie surplus available for the reduction of 
the public debt at the close of the fiscal 
year was, therefore, $40.921!,854 less than 
was available on the 1st of July, 1S84. The 
assets, according to the new form of state­ 
ment, on September 80, 1885, were $574,­ 
708,256, or an increase of $55,078,007 over 
1884. The liabilities were $380,381,777, an 
increase of $10,216,591 over 1884, and the 
balance $194,326,478. an increase of $44,­ 
801,416 over 1884. During the same period 
there has been an increase of $33,464,638 
in gold assets, of $22,095,016 in silver as­ 
sets, of $6,773,423 in legal tender assets and 
national bank assets and national bank 
deposits. The bullion fund, or deposits^!) 
the Mints, were on the 30th of June of 
this year, $148,504.629, as against $141,618,­ 
068 on June 30, 1884. The issue of United 
States notes during the fiscal year, in place 
of such as were returned in a worn and 
m utilated condition, amounted to $84.493,­ 
153. Silver certificates to the am ount of 
$10.000,000 were issued, and $20,990,045 
were redeemed during the year. Gold cer­ 
tificates of the old issue, am ounting to 
$52,420. were redeemed. Of the new issue, 
$63,000,000 were issued, and $21,017,100 re­ 
deemed. 
Coupons from 
United State:, 
bonds, to the am ount of $8,084,067, were 
received from the several Assistant Treas­ 
urers. by whom they were paid and ex­ 
amined.* In this office, called bonds of the 
United States, am ounting to $45,968,600, 
were redeemed, of which am ount $45.588,­ 
150 was for the sinking fund. Interest, 
am ounting to $42,570.736 on

bonds of the United Slates, including

The national 
banks 
withdrew

bonds held to secure their circulating 
notes, and $31,300,700 of bonds were depos­ 
ited for tliat purpose, a net decrease of 
$22,002,650. The deficits occurring during 
the fiscal year, m aking the am ounts in­ 
volved unavailable to the treasury, were 
one of $25,341 61 in the office of the As­ 
sistant Treasurer, at New Orleans, and one 
of $11.857 37 in the Assay office at Boise 
City. Idaho. The unavailable funds were 
decreased by the following items : Reduc­ 
tion of am ount of deficit at the Branch 
Mint at San Francisco, $5.685 88; a reduc­ 
tion of the amount involved in the failure 
of the Vevauzo National Bank of Frank­ 
lin, Pa., of $12.755 16, and an adjustment 
of two defaults in the former United States 
Depository at Baltimore, am ounting to $6,­ 
990 77 and $1,196 87. respectively, making 
a total decrease of $20.538 68, and a net in ­ 
crease in unavailable funds of $10,660 30. 
The national banks paid into the treasury, 
on account of semi-annual duty on their 
circulation, the sum of $2,794,584, which 
was $230.084 less than was paid on that 
account the preceding year. 
Circulating 
not“s of national banks, am ounting to 
$150.209,129, were received for redemption 
during the year. 
The Treasurer recommends the estab­ 
lishment of an issue department. in order 
to obtain greater security than now pre­ 
vails in the treatment of legal tender notes, 
and other securities of the Government. 
The report states, aiso. that there has been 
printed, but not issued, an excess of the 
sum of $187,128,000, and requests tfie.t the 
practice of printing these notes be sanc­ 
tioned by law, or the notes retired. 
The 
Treasurer says that he should have author­ 
ity to make frequent examinations of ,-:ub- 
Treasuries and the mints, to enable him to 
know that the funds with which he is 
charged are held as represented, and to 
hold the officers to a more strict account­ 
ability than has heretofore prevailed. 
He 
recommends an appropriation sufficient to 
cover the expense of such examinations. 
He also favors a scheme for the reorgan­ 
ization of Sub-Treasuries of the United 
States, the officers of which have had thcit 
duties and responsibilities largely increased 
through the issue of gold, silver and legal' 
tenders.

DANGER AHEAD AND HOW TO AVOID IT. 


The man is blind purposely who closes 
hi- eyes to the fact that this State and coast 
¡s upon the eve of ail agitation that will 
have one of two outcomes—either the pros­ 
tration of industry and tiic blocking of the 
wheels of trade and prosperity, or the 
legitimate accomplishment of a wise pur­ 
pose that will contribute in due time to 
the general good. 
It is possible to control this agitation, so 
that it will fulfill the latter end, or to con­ 
sent to its being given over to the destruc­ 
tion ists, with the first-named result. 
As 
to what shall he its method and effect de­ 
pends wholly upon the business men and 
the conservative thought of this people. 
R ight here in Sacramento the proper di­ 
re. tion can be given to the movement. 
It 
remains to he seen if that will he done. 
A\ e concede to none any stronger po-i- 
t ion against the influx of Chinese immi­ 
grants, or the necessity for removing from 
labor the debilitating competition of the 
Chinese than this journal occupies and has 
from the outset. We concede to none inore 
unwavering resistance to the disorder and 
rttin elements. 
The anti-Chinese agitation must be con­ 
trolled hv the business sense of the com­ 
munity, or it will la? subordinated to mis­ 
rule. 
1 he great heart of the labor ele­ 
ment, the thinking, intelligent, sensible 
and far-sighted mechanics, laborers and 
wage-winners, are right in their methods 
now. 
But unless this force lias the imme­ 
diate support of the business people, they 
must expect to !>e dictated to by the 
strong arm of violence. Of this we arc 
firmly 
convinced, and 
whoever looks 
deeply into the situation must arrive at 
the same conclusion. 
The Ial>»r Convention in San Francisco 
has split asunder, the conservatives and 
law and order party having withdrawn, 
and the desiruetinnists remaining in con­ 
trol. 
A 
similar 
thing 
will 
happen 
in sa lamento if business apathy per­ 
mits. 
And it this comes about there will 
he no one to blame hut those who will 
suiter most by it. 
The one method of settling the Chinese 
question is that of non-patronage. 
That 
has often liecn advised bv the people of 
the Hast, and there is no escape from it 
now. 
We occupy the attitude of insin­ 
cerity so long as we demand the removal 
of Chinese competition and at the same 
time 
encourage it. 
Exam ination will 
convince any one that the middle men 
the merchant and business class is not 
benefited by the .srie of Chinese manufact­ 
ures. 
Such lalior has reduced the margin 
of profits until there is vcrv little or any­ 
thing profitable remaining in the busi­ 
ness. 
We 
repeat, 
that 
the 
trade 
of 
the 
State 
has been 
catering to 
Chinese manufacture, because the selling 
classes have lieen afraid of each other. 
In 
very many lines, of business this has 
brought the dealing in Chinese manufact­ 
ures to a dead loss, and the profit neces­ 
sary to the middleman is wrung Irorn the 
sales of white manufactures, and at the 
expense* ot the consumer, who, after all 
does nut benefit by the undue depreciation 
in the goods of Chinese production. 
The business men of Sacramento can, if 
they will, become a uuit on this question 
of non-patronage. 
If they will look far 
enough ahead to sec the prospective result 
after a brief time of punishment, of the 
inauguration of the peaceful method of 
non-patronage, they will not hesitate a 
moment. 
They m ud meet the labor ele­ 
ment half way, cr it will knock at their 
doors with a significance not to lie mis­ 
taken. and the results of which will prove 
disastrous. 
It is entirely possible to bring 
all middlemen in this community to an 
agreement to deal no longer in Chinese 
manufactures, after dis)iosition of stocks on 
hand. 
If it is replied that the result will 
tie to send the consumer to other sources of 
supply where the rule does not prevail, it 
is to lie answered that such a movement, 
inaugurated 
here, will 
rapidly spread 
throughout all trade circles on the coast. 
Indeed, we are convinced by evidences 
that appear to admit of no denial, that 
litis is sincerely desired by the middlemen 
of ¡ton I-'rancisoo. They do not wish to 
deal in Chinese manufactures, and some of 
them have already made heroic exertions 
to free themselves. 
They realize that it Ls 
l*est for this people that a consuming class 
l>e encouraged here, the civilization of 
which is the only safe basis for secure and 
profitable mercantile transactions. 
in some lino, this boycotting suggested 
—lor it is that, simon pure, and nothing 
else—will deprive the people absolutely of 
some sup|*lies, until white labor can be in­ 
troduced in such lines. 
For instance, in 
certain articles of wearing apparel, the 
» bite laborers have ln*en wholly driven 


ure is eliminated, the people must do 
without the goods until the white labor 
element is inducted again into their manu­ 
facture. 
For every Chinaman so displaced, and 
his place supplied by a white operative, 
there is meant a consumer who contributes 
to the homes and the material prosperity 
of the State, and of all the people; a per­ 
son who buys carpets, books and articles of 
personal comforts, and the necessities of 
American civilization ; a wage winner who 
reads newspapers and frequents libraries, 
builds a ltonte, patronizes the “ butcher and 
baker and candlestick m a k e r a toiler who 
raises up to the State children for the pub­ 
lic schools and for citizenship; a consumer 
whose wages remain here, and are not 
regularly deported to the jmter fa m ilia x of 
Chinese serfs, who are as bounden slaves 
as ever toiled in the cotton fields of the 
South—and more so, for to those there 
was 
the 
chance of liberty, while 
to 
the Chinese operative, there is no hope of 
release this or the other side of the grave. 
The patriaivicul system enslaves his very 
soul, and upon its maintenance depends 
the future welfare of the bondman. 
There is a class of foreign laborers in 
our midst, 
besides 
the 
Chinese, who 
“ would not la* missed ” in the economy of 
American civilization. 
Of this class come 
the socialist and howling agitator who be­ 
lieves in violence, is the creature o f brutal 
impulse. 
Taught in the rigors of a 
European system—where there is a ruling 
class and a servile ruled class—he has for 
watchword this only exclamation : “ Damn 
the Government.” 
This class is bom 
quarrelsome, nurtured in antagonism to 
order, and conceives law to lie but the in­ 
strument of oppression. 
It is the product 
of brutal instincts and the lowest levels i / 
ignorance. 
Compared to it, the Chinese, 
with all their vices and non-assimilative 
character, are vastly preferable. 
Rut for­ 
tunately the progeny of this class is sus­ 
ceptible to the assimilative influences of 
American civilization, and it seldom is 
found to exist in the generation to which 
it gives birth. 
Now, the situation is this: the element 
referred to can be controlled, or it will in­ 
fluence and control, but only temporarily. 
It has no more chance of standing tip 
against the strong arm of the United 
States Government, 
or 
even 
against 
the 
government 
of 
the 
State 
of 
California, 
than 
the 
degraded 
I Aggers who subsist upon the fall mast. 
But this element, small as it is, has the 
power to precipitate a conflict in which, 
though it would be swept from the path 
like chaff before the gale, the honest, sin­ 
cere, intelligent and hopeful worker, to­ 
gether with the middleman, the owner of 
property and the manufacturer, would 
suffer beyond measure. This monarchial 
scum, this communistic rabble, must be 
taught 
the might 
and 
majesty, 
and 
the immeasurable strength that resides in 
the right kind of 
American citizen­ 
ship. 
It does not need force of arms to do 
this. On the contrary, simple unity be­ 
tween the decent workers and the middle­ 
men who supply them, will subordinate 
the vicious element peaceably, and ac­ 
complish the common desire lawfully. 
But no one must run away with the idea 
that it is to be done at once, or by resolutions, 
or by denouncing all employers of Chinese 
it so happens that the incoming of the 
coolie has driven out other labor until it 
is all but impossible to do without Chinese. 
There are very few employers of Chinese 
who are not opposed to their unrestricted 
im m igration; but take the single instance of 
house service; 
there tire thousands of 
households where there is not the possi­ 
bility of supplying the place of the China­ 
man at this time—and so, too, in hosts of 
other employments. 
It is only the dema­ 
gogue who boasts on the street corners 
that lie employs no Chinese. 
The man 
who fortunately can do w ithout them is 
modest in his statement, and does not con­ 
demn those whom necessity compels. 
The worker is himself quite as much at 
fault as any others, 
lie is the chief con­ 
sumer of Chinese . manufactured goods. 
His consumption makes the demand. The 
economy of buying the cheapest—by no 
means a true economy—makes him the 
chief supporter of Chinese manufactures. 
He is known to farm out the labor given 
him, very often, to Chinese workers, who 
will do the task something cheaper, spare 
the Caucasian physical energy, and at the 
same time enable him to make quite as 
much of profit as if he applied his own 
muscle to the accomplishment. 
In short, 
this is no time for abuse of Chinese em­ 
ployers, as a rule. 
In that kind of vi- 
tu peral inn there is no sort of strength 
whatever, but all the elements of weak­ 
ness. 
A call is to he put out, it is understood, 
for the workingmen of this city to meet 
again some time this week, to consider the 
situation. 
It is, of course, in the direction 
of agitation. 
If it is issued to all those 
who believe in lawful accomplishment, it 
can he promoted by such elements, and 
protected from antagonistic ones. 
If it is 
general in its nature, however, it opens 
the door to the blatant howlers and the 
destrurtionists, and no good can result 
whatever. 
Under the broad protection of 
the laws these latter have the right to 
IHillute the air with their vaporing*. but 
they should lie driven to do it in as­ 
semblies of their own. 
The conservative 
workers are entitled to the sympathy and 
the material aid of all who believe with 
them. 
It remains to be seen if they will 
have it. 
If they are «begrudged this, we 
may expect disappointment to embitter 
them, and the vicious elem ent to win them 
over. 
In that ease the result is easily to 
be foreseen— the anti-Chinese agitation 
will lie put back, and the hoped-for relief 
indefinitely postponed, if indeed 
more 
serious consequences do not follow.

p riatio n o ught to be provided, an d lib eral, con­ 
sid erin g th e state a n d m an ag em en t of th e public 
revenues. T he subject involves quest ions w h eth ­

T he best g u a ra n ty ag ain st ag ­ 
gression, th e best assurance th a t o u r dip.om aey 
w ill be successful a n d pacific, a n d o u r rig h ts 
and honor be respected by o th e r nations, is in 
th e ir know ledge th a t we are in a situ atio n to 
v in d icate o u r rep u tatio n a n d interests. 
W hile 
w e m ay afford to be deficient in th e m eans o f 
offense, w e can n o t afford to tie defenseless. 
N otoriety o f th e fact th a t tve have neglected 
th e o rd in ary precau tio n s o f defense invites 
w ant of consid eratio n in o u r diplom acy, an d 
injustice, arrogauee a n d insult at tiie h a n d s of 
foreign nations. 
It is now m ore th a n six ty , years since we an ­ 
nounced to th e w orld th at w e should resist any 
attem p ts, from w h atev er q u a rte r th ey m ight 
Coine, to m ak e an y new colo n izatio n 'on any 
p a rt o f th e A m erican co n tin en t: th a t w hile we 
should respect th e statu* quo we should protect 
th e people o f tlie different nations in h a b itin g 
th is c o n tin en t from every a tte m p t to subject 
th em to th e dom inion o f an y foreign pow er, or 
to in terfere w ith th e ir u n d istu rb ed exercise of 
th e rig h ts o f self-governm ent. 
T his an n o u n ce­ 
m ent was form ally m ade bv P resident M onroe 
a fter c o n su ltatio n w ith M adison a n d Jefferson. 
It was form ulated by Jo h n Q uincy A dam s 
O ur 
G overnm ent h as fairly ad h ered to tiie Monroe 
doctrine, an d even as late as ImA w arned Na­ 
poleon III. out o f M exico, 
it is im possible to 
foresee, in th e in d ecen t scram ble o f th e E u ­ 
ropean (towers for th e acquisition o f colonies, 
how soon an occasion m ay arise for o u r p u ttin g 
in p ra c tic e th e M onroe doctrine, 
it is c lear th a t 
th ere o u g h t to be som e relatio n betw een o u r 
assertion ot th a t d o ctrin e an d o u r p reparation 
to m ain tain it. It is not in ten d ed to recom m end 
any a tte m p t to rival th e great E uro; ean pow ers 
in tlie creatio n o f a pow erful 
navy.

d im in u tio n of th e relativ e resisting pow er of 
th e d efensive arm o r o f ironclads, ar.d by tlie 
increased efficiency o f m odern artillery , w hich, 
on the. w hole, h as g ained in com petition, sug­ 
gest th a t w e sh ould not a t present e n te r largely 
in to th e creatio n o f arm ored vessels or in ques­ 
tions th a t beset th is subject.

T he defensive w orks w ould consist alm ost e n ­ 
tirely o f steel a n d iron. 
T hese m aterials can 
now he h ad al unprecedented!}- low prices. The 
vast supply o f m ach in ery and" of labor ra ile d 
in to ex isten ce by th e great vicissitudes o f th e 
steel an d Iron industries, offirs itself to o u r serv­ 
ice. 
We should h av e th e satisfaction of know ­ 
ing th a t w hile we w ere av ailin g ourselves of 
supplies w h ich w ould o rd in arily be u n a tta in ­ 
able, we w ere settin g in m otion im p o rtan t in ­ 
d u stries a n d giving em ploym ent to lab o r in a 
period o f depression, w ith th e e n eo u rag em m t 
an d g u a ra n ty of w ork. P erhaps, bv th e (lovern- 
m ent itself fu rn ish in g th e p lan t, th e inventive 
genius o f o u r people w ould be app lied to the 
creatio n o f new m eans am i im proved m a c h in ­ 
ery, an d estab lish m en ts w ould spring into ex ist­ 
ence capable o f supplying all o u r n atio n al w ants

S e v e r a l C o m p a n ie s 
o f T ro o p s S en t to 
S a lt I-akt*. 
I By T eleg rap h .I 
O m a h a , December 5th.—At an early hour 
this morning General Howard, command­ 
ing the Department of the I’latte, received 
orders to send troops from Fort Omaha 
and other posts to some point which he 
refuses to make public. Batteries B and C, 
of the First Artillery, were accordingly 
first ordered out, and lett this afternoon on 
a special train fcr the West over tlie Union 
Pacific. It is understood that all the re­ 
maining troops at Fort Omaha, consisting 
of ten companies of infantry and one of 
cavalry, have been put under orders to be 
ready to move at a moment’s notice. 
Inquiry at the Union Pacific headquar­ 
ters reveals the fact that the company liave 
received instructions to have in immediate 
readiness additional special trains for the 
movement of these troops westward. 
General Howard has persistently refused 
to answer questions regarding tlie destina­ 
tion of theso troops. 
“ My orders are 
strictly confidential in this case," said Gen­ 
eral Howard to your correspondent, “ and I 
cannot possibly even intim ate where these 
troops are going. It is of the utm ost im ­ 
portance that tiie people of the community 
to which they are. destined shall not he 
apprised in advance of tlieir coming.” 
It is evident that serious trouble is antici­ 
pated somewhere, and General Howard in­ 
timated that much. 
The general conclu­ 
sion is that the troops of the department 
are all to be rapidly concentrated at .Salt 
Lake in anticipation of an attack on the 
Gentiles by the Mormons. Trouble of a 
serious nature has been brewing there for 
the last few days. The arrest, conviction 
and im prisonment of the Mormon leaders 
for polygamy have not only aroused the 
Mormons to great indignation and revenge, 
but to a bitterness that lias caused them to 
retaliate by im porting prostitutes from San 
Francisco and Denver and using these 
women to entrap Federal officials and 
prom inent Gentiles. 
In this they have 
succeeded partly and have caused a few 
arrests of officials and Gentiles. 
One 
Deputy United States Marshal was arrested 
for fornication with one of these women, 
under the city charter. He was taken from 
the custody of the city authorities by a 
writ of habeas corpus by the United States 
authorities, who declared the city ordinance 
invalid because it exceeded the authority 
granted by the Legislature. 
The other night another Deputy Marshal 
was assaulted by four Mormons, who lay 
in wait for him , one of whom he danger­ 
ously shut. The Mormons and their papers 
denounce this shooting as the act of an 
assassin, who made the first assault, and 
the Mormon press is calling for blood atone­ 
ment. 
These arc tlie causes that make Salt Lake 
a volcano to-day, liable to break forth at any 
moment. Threats have been made that the 
entire Gentile population will be cleaned 
out, and the excitement and fear are in­ 
creasing from day to day. 
A dispatelr received in Omaha this after­ 
noon from Salt Lake, in response to a tele­ 
gram of inquiry, say s; “ The inflamed 
condition of the public mind here is caus­ 
ing most serious apprehensions, and the 
movement of the military is designed to 
prevent the possibility of an outbreak and 
secure in advance the preservation of life 
and property. The troops cannot be con­ 
centrated here any too quickly to allay the 
alarm and excitement.” 
Owing to General Howard's reticence re­ 
garding the destination of the troops, there 
is considerable speculation as to where 
they are really going, hut the great majori­ 
ty believe that Salt Lake is the place w ith­ 
out doubt. Their destination is alleged by 
the officers to lie Fort Fred Steele, in 
W yoming, on the Union Pacific. Others 
intim ate that it is Fort Lewis, in Southern 
Colorado, where there have been some 
disturbances among the Indians, and also 
among tire Apaches some distance from 
that post. General Sheridan, it is claimed, 
desires to concentrate a large num ber of 
troops at that point to handle any serious 
uprising which might take place in the 
southwestern country. 
Another guess is 
that the troops are headed for the labor 
troubles at Rawlins, Bock Springs and 
Evanston, on the Union Pacific Railroad, 
but the *a lroud officials deny anything of 
the kind. 
It iqalso hinted that the troops 
are to go to tlie Pacific coast on account of 
the Chinese troubles. 
So far as Indian troubles are concerned, 
it is not at all likely that artillery would 
h r forwarded. Tlie sending out of artillery 
c affirms the general belief that Sait Lake 
is the destination and place of concentra­ 
tion. The troops at Fort Robinson, Neb., 
have been ordered to move for the West, 
and orders of a sim ilar character have 
bem issued to other posts in this depart­ 
ment. 
. 
Later.—I t is a sure thing now that the 
troops from this department are going to 
Salt Lake and it is understood from good 
authority that trouble is looked for there.

probable. The facts as sifted out to-night 
are that tiie Quartermaster at Fort Douglas 
has rented quarters in the middle of the 
city for a company of troops to be constant­ 
ly stationed as a preventive of riotous 
outbreaks. 
A battery of artillery is also 
on the way from Nebraska and is expected 
here to-morrow night. 
Excitement and 
public feeling still run high. The Mor­ 
mon crusade against the Gentiles for lewd 
and lascivious conduct has begun again in 
a new form. 
This time complaints are 
sworn out before Mormon Justices of the 
Peace and served by the Sheriff. 
The 
same arrests have been made as previously 
under the city ordinance, and hail lias 
been fixed at $1,000 in each case.

CONGRESSIONAL CAUCUSES. 


N o m in a l io n s M a d e f o r O ffice* b y R o tli 
l ’a r tic s . 
[By T elegraph.] 
Washington, December 5th.—Tlie Re­ 
publican Senatorial 
caucus 
nominated 
John Sherm an of Ohio for President pro 
t»m. 
Senator Sherman, rising, said : 
Senators: I retu rn m y h earty th a n k s for the 
h igh h onor you propose to confer upon m e. 
Y our choice, doubtless, h as been influenced by 
th e fact th a t 1 h av e long been a m em ber o f th e 
S enate, Still m y d u ties h ith e rto h av e not given 
m e th e p ractical ex p erien ce necessary for a 
good p resid in g officer. 
I ean only say th a t I 
w ill do all I ean, fairly a n d Im p artially , to ob­ 
serve a n d enforce th e ru les o f th e S enate, and 
sh all rely greatly upon y o u r forbearance a n d 
courtesy. 
I t was then determined that the bills re­ 
lating to the Presidential election and also 
to the Presidential succession, which had 
passed the Senate during the last Congress, 
should be introduced as soon as practi­ 
cable, and after proper reference and con­ 
sideration, should be promptly passed. 
The Republictyt members of the House 
of Representatives met this afternoon in 
caucus, and organized by the unanim ous 
election of Cannon of Illinois as Chairman, 
and McComas of Maryland as Secretary. 
These officers will act throughout the 
Forty-ninth Congress. 
Nominations for 
Speaker being first in order, McKinley of 
Ohio presented tiie name of T. 15. Reed of 
Maine, while Phelps of New Jersey per­ 
formed the same duty for Frank Hiscock of 
New York. 
No formal seconding of either 
nomination was made, though several brief 
speeches wore delivered in behalf of one or 
two other candidates. Of the 141 Repub­ 
lican members of the House, thirty-three 
were absent, and the first ballot disclosed 
the presence of 108 members. 
This left 53 
votes necessary for a choice. Reed received 
63, Hiscock 42, and Ryan of Kansas 2. The 
announcement of the result was received 
with applause, and on motion of Hiscock 
the nomination was made unanimous. 
Reed bowed his acceptance of the nomina­ 
tion, but made no speech of thanks. Bal­ 
loting for m inor offices of the House was 
then proceeded with, and the following 
ticket was nominated without serious op­ 
position. For Clerk. Colonel W. O. Crosby, 
of Iow a; 
for Sergeant-at-Arins, Captain 
Albert 0 . Marsh, of Indiana : Doorkeeper, 
Colonel Joseph R. Seldon, of Connecticut: 
Postmaster, A. W . Adams, of Maryland ; 
Chaplain, Rev. I)r. F. T. Britt, of Nebraska. 
Price of Wisconsin offered a resolution 
for the appointment of a committee of 
three members to prepare and urge the pas­ 
sage of a hill guarding against the possibil­ 
ity of a vacancy in the office of the Presi­ 
dent of the United States, hut subsequently 
withdrew it and offered the following, 
which was adopted without opposition : 
Res-ilrfd. T h at it is th e sense o f th is caucus 
th a t im m ed iate action lie tak en by th e Forty- 
n in th Congress to provide for th e P resid en tial 
succession. 
On motion of Thomas of Illinois the fol­ 
lowing resolution was adopted: 
Rereilred. T h at th is caucus favors th e passaeo 
o f a properly g uarded M exicali pension bill, w ith 
provision for pensions for U d ío u s o ld ie r s o f th e 
late w ar a n d th e ir w idow s a n d orp h an s, sim ilar 
to th e b ill passed b y th e Senate d u rin g th e 
F orty-eighth congress, an d we d eclare in favor 
o f tlie uncon d itio n al repeal o f th e lim itatio n on 
th e p ay m en t o f arre a rs o f pensions. 
The caucus then adjourned.

W ashington, December 5th.—All the 
Democratic Senators except four met in 


conference to-day. Senator Voorlrees was 
instructed to put in nomination for Pres­ 
ident pro tem. Senator Harris, of Tennes­ 
see.

Mr. Alsip now appears with a card, and 
asks its publication in the R ecord-Union. 
We are disinclined to give place to cards rela­ 
tive to charges on the morning of an elec­ 
tion. 
Rut Mr. Alsip is entitled, under the 
circumstances, to be heard. 
This leaves 
the matter wholly between Mr. Alsip on 
one side, and Messrs. Carle, Croly and 
Avery on the other, and entirely relieves Dr.

The supplement con­ 
tains 118 names, a majority being those of 
young men who have just attained their 
majority, and will to-day for the first time 
enjoy that greatest of American privileges, 
the right to the use of the elective fran­ 
chise. On Saturday W ni. Kohne, a native 
of Germany, was naturalized, and insisted 
that lie was an American citizen, and as 
such should be allowed to vote at the 
school election. The County Clerk informed 
the newly-made citizen that it was impossi­ 
ble to put his name on the Register until 
ninety days after his naturalization papers 
were issued. This version of the law appa­ 
rently did not agree with the views held In- 
Mr. Kohne, and taking the papers to the 
party who was doing the printing, he sue 
ccedcd in having his name printed in the 
supplement, and his residence placed in 
the First W ard. 
As soon as the County 
Clerk was apprised of the fact, he secured 
the entire issue of the supplement, and ran 
a red ink line through the name in each 
one. 
Mr. Kohne will have to w ait until 
the next election before lie will be perm it­ 
ted to cast a ballot for the candidate of his 
choice. 


A Cas» o f Forgery. 
Henry Goodkind, sometimes known as 
H enry Westman, was arrested by officer 
Coffey Saturday for forgery, in writing the 
following note, upon which lie obtained$20 
from Charles McCreary: 
December 1, 1885. 
Friend Chari: *: Am on my ret urn home from 
the city, Can't slop over; must go home to­ 
night. Will rend you an order for mill stuffs 
Moudav. 
If you can spare me Í20 please send it 
w ith bearer; will seud it beck in th e morning. 
Put in an envelope. 
B illy H ayfokd, 
Of Rayford, Perkins & Co., Colfax. 
T hat the note was a forgery was soon as­ 
certained, and hence the arrest. Goodkind 
had been acting as agent lor Leonard Go- 
heen, the mesmerist, and, as it was sus­ 
pected that the latter knew something 
about the matter, lie was also arrested. 
Subsequently, on being “ pumped ” 
by 
Chief Jackson and Cofley, Goodkind ad­ 
mitted that he wrote the note, saying that 
Goheen told hint they must have money, 
and for him to get it somehow. 
After ob­ 
taining tiie money front Mr. McCreary, 
Goodkind says that he told his principal 
what he had done, and the latter was satis­ 
fied with it. and received $10 as his half. 
The Chief had previously interviewed Go­ 
heen, who was very indignant, and de­ 
clared 
that lie knew nothing of the 
transaction. After Goodkind’s confession, 
Goheen was again 
interviewed by the 
Chief, who said, “ I want that $10.” 
Go­ 
heen then produced the money, which had 
been concealed by ripping open the hem at 
the bottom of one leg of his pants, and in­ 
serting tHe uionev—a very clever hiding 
place. Goheen insisted that he knew noth­ 
ing of the forgery, but borrowed the money 
front Goodkind in good faith. 
Later in the 
day lie was released from custody on his 
own recognizance, with the understanding 
that he would appear in Court this m orn­ 
ing. Goodkind has rest led in Colfax, knew 
something of the business transactions of 
Hayfurd, I’erkins A Co., and so was able to 
plan his forgery neatly. The police say 
that lie has allowed his pen to get him into 
somewhat sim ilar trouble heretofore.

and L, and robbed him of his silver watch I 
anti all the money lie had about hint, in 
removing his watch the chain broke, and a 
portion of it remained in its owner's vest. 
Ascertaining that this was the case, Flani­ 
gan went hack and got it. The watch was 
then concealed, but it will be recovered, as 
the officers ltav.e been informed of its 
whereabouts. 
Flanigan kept out of sight 
for a few days afterwards, but officers Kent 
and Farrell, knowing that lie was wanted, 
arrested hint Saturday afternoon. H e had 
that day. it is said, met Murphy and en-1 
deavored to persuade him to leave town.

TIIK MEXICAN DOMAIN. 


E x p l o r a t i o n o f t h e C o u n t r y b y C o lo n e l 
G a y . 
Enrique Gay, Colonel of the General Staff 
and Chief of the Commission of Natural 
History and Colonization, organized by the 
Mexican Government for the purpose of 
iiscovering and describing the public do­ 
mains of Mexico, arrived in this city on 
Saturday. Colonel Gay has been eonduct- 
ng Itis explorations in Mexico for the last 
six years, and had constantly under his 
lirection a corps of engineers. The idea 
ncorporated in the creation of the explora­ 
tion commission 
was to obtain 
such 
knowledge of the unoccupied public lands 
of Mexico that it new department of the 
Government could he formed, to have ex­ 
clusive control oí all the real estate, mines, 
fisheries and unreclaimed lands belonging 
to the nation. Colonel Gay was called on 
by a Chronicle reporter, and in the course 
of conversation said : 
' After a thorough examination of Mex­ 
ico from one end to the other I can say that 
that country is destined in time to lie one 
of the richest nations on the continent. 
W hat it needs is a population, or at least a 
race that is industrious. The resources of 
Mexico are but a continuation of those 
found on the Pacific coast. To show how 
the country requires colonization, it is only 
necessary to state that over eighty-eight 
millions of acres of land produce nothing 
in Mexico. The richness of land in the 
interior of Mexico is well known. The 
climate in such sections is temperate, the 
fever districts being confined to the coast 
lines. The Mexican Government proposes 
to take on a new life in regard to its public 
domain, and to see that the national lands 
no longer remain unoccupied.” 
lit regard 
to the Mexican position on the Tehuante­ 
pec Canal project, Mr. Gay states that lie 
had been informed that the Mexican Con­ 
gress will in a few days pass a vote favoring 
the construction of the canal as one of the 
best means of the development of the 
country.—San Francisco Chronicle.
